Crachs developed in the main structure some 
time ago, and the damage ‘has recently been 
aggravated, both in the interior and exterior, so 
that it has been found necessary to shore up the 
building. : 

The cracks are in places two or three inches 
wide, as seen in the pictures. Damage is so ex- 
tonsive that Government House is doomed to be 
demolished as soon as conditions permit. 

Honghkong’s Government House is almost 90 
years’ old, having been built in 1852. It has 
been added to and partly reconstructed since 
then, but is one of the oldest buildings in the 
Colony. : .
